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the battels that David fought,are termed the Lords battels,1 Sam. \ 
T '.17. and he 1s ſaid to go forth againſt the Churches enemies 
in the Name of che Lord of hoſts, the God of the Armues of Ifraet, 
1 $am1.17.45. This might ſuffice for proof, bur becauſe this trurh 
hath been of old, and 1s at this day by fone much conrroverted, 
I ſhail briefly annex ſome other grounds for it.

&c.where we have a catalogue of Davids Worthies reckoned up, 
according to their ſeveral ranks and degrees of proweſs, and they 
are called more Honourable then others, who were more valiant, 
and fley more then orhers, v. 20,21,23. 2 
5. We finde him alſo diftributing large and ample rewards to 
men eminently ſerviceable in this kind ; for he made David a 
ſure houſe, becauſe he fought the bartels of the Lord, 1 Sam.2 5. 
28, Loe here, Davids houſe was ſurely founded in the blood of 
the ene'vies of the Lord. : |

bur for doing it rexiſly, and nor with their belt skill and ntnoſt 
Vigor. 
*Is itſo then,thar God oft gives Commiſſion to ren,and ſends V/e 1. 
them to the wars, and promiſerh ro go with then ; and for that 
end he furniſheth chem with Rrengrh and skill, and condemnerh 
choſe that refuſe ro go ; or that going, do his work deceirfully :
